A MESSAGE  FROM  THE  EC 


Hello  Members: 

As  you  have  already  heard  through  the  grapevine  NADB  is  now  without  a 
President,  Vice-President,  Chairman  and  Voice  Editor.  So  if  you  want  to  have  the 
membership  of  the  NADB  to  continue  you  must  put  your  name  up  for  one  of  the  vacant 
offices. 

As  you  know  this  is  an  EC  election  year,  therefore,  we  are  calling  an  election 
of  all  offices  except  the  office  of  Treasurer. 

As  to  why  we  have  no  VP  is  as  follows.  A few  months  ago  some  of  us  EC  members 
received  a letter  from  the  Secretary  stating  that  many  of  the  NADB  members  had 
resigned  from  the  organization  because  of  the  way  that  the  Editor  of  the  Voice  was 
insulting  Chuck  in  the  pages  of  that  magazine  and  because  the  EC  took  the  money 
away  from  the  Helping  Hand  that  NADB  had  been  giving  it  for  many  years. 

One  of  the  EC  members  wrote  and  told  the  Editor  to  let  up  on  Chuck  in  the 

pages  of  the  Voice  but  it  did  no  good. 

And  please  understand  this:  We  EC  members  had  nothing  to  do  with  the  taking 

away  of  the  money  that  was  being  given  to  Ray  Logan  for  the  Helping  Hand.  This 

was  done  by  the  President  and  Vice-President. 

In  May  we  EC  members  received  a motion  from  the  Chairman  that  he  himself  made, 
and  that  motion  is  as  follows: 

That  the  Treasurer  put  all  NADB  monies  in  a checking  account. 

We  EC  members  should  never  have  voted  on  that  motion  until  we  knew  just  how 
much  money  there  was  in  the  Treasury,  but  we  did,  and  the  motion  was  passed. 

Then  we  received  a letter  from  Chuck  telling  us  that  he  had  sent  the  Chairman 
a motion  but  that  the  Chairman  had  twisted  it  around  to  his  own  liking.  The  motion 
that  Chuck  had  sent  him  was  that  we  have  the  Treasurer  put  twenty-five  dollars 
in  a checking  account  to  pay  bills  with  and  the  balance  into  a savings  account 
keeping  it  intact  for  interest  gain. 

As  you  know  the  interest  gain  on  monies  is  four  to  five  per  cent,  and  this 
would  help  us  build  up  the  NADB  account,  but  with  a checking  account  you  pay  for 
the  service  and  receive  no  interest  on  your  money. 

The  Chairman  never  put  Chuck's  motion  before  EC  but  instead  he  inserted  his 

own. 


We  of  the  EC  were  also  informed  that  the  Chairman  had  rejected  previous 
motions  that  were  sent  to  him  to  be  put  before  the  EC.  We  were  also  informed 
that  many  members  had  written  letters  for  The  Voice  but  that  they  were  never 
printed . 

We  . £ members  wrote  the  Chairman  a letter  telling  him  we  wanted  no  more 
of  his  underhanded  work  as  Chairman  and  that  he  was  to  stop  insulting  Chuck  both 
in  the  pages  of  The  Voice  and  in  personal  letters.  Well,  my  friends,  he  got  very 
mad  and  wrote  each  of  us  a letter  that  burned  our  fingers  when  we  read  it. 
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ln  that  letter  that  he  had  resigned  from  all  NADB  offices  and  from 
N/iDB  itself  and  that  he  would  advise  the  President  also  to  resign.  A few  weeks 
later  we  received  a letter  from  the  President  telling  us  she  had  resigned  from 
her  office  and  from  the  NADB.  The  Secretary  will  remain  with  us. 


I wrote  a letter  to  the  President  and  asked  her  to  remain  in  her  position 
but  she  said  no  and  mentioned  that  her  name  is  not  to  be  printed  in  anv  of  the’ 
pages  of  The  Voice. 


This  is  the  story  of  why  we  have  so  many  vacant  offices  in  the  NADB. 

This  all  sounds  like  gossip,  but  we  wanted  you  to  know  the  real  truth  of  the 
matter,  and  not  what  you  have  been  hearing  through  the  grapevine.

A WORD  FROM  THE  ACTING  PRESIDENT 


Hello  Friends, 


Well,  this  issue  of  The  Voice  is  being  edited  by  the  EC,  my  sighted  and 
hearing  nephew,  and  myself.  We  haven't  any  material  other  than  one  letter  sent 
from  one  of  our  members.  The  Editor  who  just  resigned  sent  me  no  material  at  all. 


I have  asked  Mr.  Abe  Gulish  to  take  the  Editorship  of  The  Voice,  but  as  he 
pointed  out,  under  the  laws  of  the  NADB,  an  Associate  Member  cannot  hold  any  of 
the  offices  of  the  organization,  so  that  leaves  him  out. 


Therefore,  we  will  appoint  an  Editor  along  with  the  rest  of  the  Officers.  If 
there  are  any  blind-deaf  persons  who  would  like  to  be  the  Editor  of  The  Voice,  the 
following  are  some  of  the  prerequisites: 


Must  be  able  to  read  and  write  Braille. 

Must  be  able  to  spell. 

Must  be  able  to  type. 

Must  have  someone  to  proofread  the  material  prior  to  sending  it  to  Clovernook. 
No  material  is  sent  to  Clovernook  unless  it  is  typed  and  on  a standard  typewriter, 
not  in  Braille. 


If  we  don't  receive  any  names  of  deaf-blind  persons  then  the  EC  will  appoint 
an  Editor  from  the  persons  that  are  most  interested  and  qualified. 

Many  of  you  have  complained  that  you  do  not  receive  a membership  card  nor 
even  a postcard  after  paying  your  dues.  For  this  reason  the  President  was  going 
to  change  the  Treasurer,  but  the  minute  it  got  to  you,  you  all  got  mad  and  said  it 
wasn't  fair  to  Chuck  because  he  did  a lot  for  NADB.  The  EC  voted  to  1 “ ve 
continue  as  your  Treasurer,  so  now  please  stop  finding  fault  when  y° 
a card  from  him.  In  line  with  this,  I believe  we  can  make  our  own  membership  care 
and  by  so  doing  it  would  not  cost  as  much  as  having  them  printed.  These  cards  can 
be  printed  right  in  our  own  local  print  shop. 

You  will  notice  in  the  recent  EC  report  that  we  have  rewritten  the  law  that 
was  passed  a few  months  ago,  stating  that  dues  must  be  paid  within  wo  wee  o 
the  day  they  expired  or  your  name  would  be  taken  from  the  mailing  is 
Voice.  Now  -if  you  have  paid  your  dues  since  the  first  of 

cents  of  your  dues  will  be  accredited  toward  your  1969  dues-so  if  yon  will,  pi 
send  the  Treasurer  the  balance  of  your  dues,  you  will  be  in  good  standing  for  the 
year  of  1969*  This  must  be  done  before  January  1,  1969* 
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We  will  not,  however,  list  any  members  until  the  April  issue  of  The  Voice 
because  of  the  time  that  needs  to  be  taken  and  the  space  that  is  available  in  the 
paper.  It  has  been  a practice  to  list  the  members  over  the  past  ten  years,  but 
please  don't  expect  us  to  do  this  in  The  Voice  because  of  the  limitation  of  space. 
We  will,  however,  list  all  current  members  of  the  NADB  after  the  dues  are  paid  in 
January  1969* 

We  received  a letter  from  the  American  Foundation  for  the  Blind  asking  us 
the  reason  for  the  Editor's  resignation  of  the  President,  so  we  are  printing  the 
letter  of  resignation  submitted  by  the  President  so  that  you  may  understand  more 
fully  her  reasons  for  this  decision.  We  cannot,  however,  publish  the  letter  from 
the  resigning  Editor,  because  it  wouldn't  look  good  printed  in  any  magazine. 

We  do  not  know  whether  the  Foundation  will  continue  underwriting  the  publi- 
cation of  The  Voice,  but  we  certainly  hope  to  be  able  to  keep  it  in  publication. 

The  EC  and  I feel  that  since  the  NADB  has  the  money  we  should  become  in- 
corporated. Once  incorporated,  we  would  be  able  to  solicit  funds  for  aiding  the 
needy,  blind  and  deaf  members,  and  to  help  defray  the  cost  in  publishing  The  Voice c 

As  you  know,  one  third  of  the  membership  dues  have  been  turned  over  to  the 
Helping  Hand  each  year.  We  would  like  to  hear  from  all  of  our  members  as  to 
whether  or  not  we  should  continue  our  donation  to  the  Helping  Hand.  Please  write 
to  us  with  your  votes  and  the  results  wr'1 1/  published  in  a later  issue  of  The  Voice. 
It  is  your  money  so  please  counsel  us  on  what  to  do  with  it. 

We  make  this  plea  to  any  of  our  Associate  Members . Would  you  be  willing 
to  serve  in  any  capacity  if  we  should  try  to  become  incorporated?  Would  you  also 
miss  The  Voice  if  we  should  have  to  discontinue  it?  We  would  appreciate  hearing 
from  any  of  you  on  any  matter  discussed  in  this  letter. 

Well  friends,  I guess  I have  said  enough  for  now,  except  to  ask  you  to  help 
make  this  upcoming  election  the  best  one  the  NADB  has  ever  had. 

I would  like  to  read  our  Constitution  of  the  NADB  which  our  dear  friend 
Chet  Roberts  wrote  and  if  any  of  you  have  a copy,  please  send  it  to  me,  and  be 
assured  I'll  send  it  back  in  good  order.

Dear  Friends: 

I let  my  membership  in  the  NADB  expire  for  a time  and  as  a result  missed  out 
on  the  July  issue  of  The  Voice.  So  far,  I have  been  unable  to  locate  one  either 
on  a loan  or  as  a gift.  I understand  there  was  something  about  giving  up  The  Voice 
and  instead  joining  with  the  GOOD  CHEER. 

Friends,  we  must  be  very  careful  what  we  are  doing.  This  was  tried  once  and 
failed.  The  then  editor  did  not  wsnt  to  let  us  have  enough  space  although  the  NADB 
was  paying  something.  She  wanted  to  edit  it  herself  and  just  put  in  what  she  pleased, 
not  what  was  sent  to  her.  And  some  of  the  readers,  who  were  not  NADB  members,  did 
not  want  us  in  there.  That  is  why  we  had  to  get  a magazine  of  our  own.  That  will 
happen  again  and  we  will  have  nowhere  to  go  when  we  discuss  our  problems.  GOOD 
CHEER  is  nice  in  its  way,  but  it  is  more  of  a society  magazine,  just  intended  to 
entertain  (or  at  least  it  seems  that  way  from  the  material  in  it).  The  deaf-blind 
of  both  England  and  Canada  have  a league,  each  with  its  own  magazine.  Are  the 
deaf-blind  of  the  United  States  to  be  denied  the  same  privileges?  That  would  be  to 
go  backwards,  not  forward.  And  our  associate  members  would  probably  not  be  given 
their  magazines.  Besides  it  is  not  fair  that  they  should  have  to  pay  and  not  receive 
anything  in  return.  I happen  to  know  that  in  the  old  days  when  NADB  had  space  in 
Good  Cheer,  it  lost  some  members  because  they  were  not  given  a magazine  of  their  own. 
Having  to  depend  on  pass-around  magazines  is  not  vary  satisfactory.  If  we  were  back 
to  Good  Cheer  we  will  have  nothing  of  our  own,  nothing  for  our  money,  -might  as  well 
disband.  We  must  give  Leona  and  those  who  are  trying  to  save  the  NADB  our  support  in 
every  way  we  can  and  both  officers  and  members  should  refrain  from  saying  unkind 
things  about  others  such  as  has  been  done  the  last  year  or  so.  That  not  only  causes 
NADB  to  lose  members  but  makes  it  hard  to  get  new  ones.  The  EC  is  trying  to 
straighten  things  out  and  we  should  give  them  our  support.  With  all  good  wishes,  ..
